§500, payable tn the spirits in case they 
fairly triumph in the contest. 


It will be seen that the "circle" have the 


numerical advantage over their opponents 
by more than two to one. After some 
'rappings' had been heard, one of the Pro- 
fessors asked how they were produced, and 
the answer was that .the spirits could not 
account for them. 


Prof. Pierce then called in one of his stu- 


dents, who without pretending to be a spir- 
itualist also produced the 'rappings' quite 
as successfully as the other side. 


Some attempts at moving a table with- 


out visible agency were made, but they fail- 
ed, as did also some attempts at getting 
written communications from spirits—the 
excuse being that the latter were over- 
awed by the opposing elements present. 


From all the doings this forenoon, our

GENERAL NEWS. 


Tire "MoxTRKAi," CATASTROPIIK.—The 


destruction by fire of thc steamer 'Montreal' 
on the St. Lawrence with the loss of up- 
wards of three hundred human beings, is 
another of those startling catastrophe* pe- 
riodically incident to steam navagation.— 
The news when first published in the Ex- 
press of Saturday, created a piu'nfut sensa- 
tion, and much anxiety was manifested in 
all quarters to learn the latest particulars. 


The conflagration in this case, it will be 


observed, broke out,—as nearly all such 
(Ires do,—in tiie wood work near tlie fur- 
naces. There is a fatal defect, in this' re- 
spect, on almost all steamers plying upon 
American waters, which tlie dreadful expe- 
riences of the past and the present, should 
do something to remedy. There is alto- 
gether too much combustible material in the 
vicinity of the furnaces. 
It does not require 


a practiced or professional eye 10 see that 
where "wood work" and fire are so near, 
iron might be, and must be, substituted.— 
Timber constantly subjected to the intense 
heat of often overpowering fires above and 
below, soon becomes mere tinder which 
awaits but collision with a chance spark to 
ignite and do its work or destruction.— 
There are scores of steamboats in the wa- 
ters of our immediate neighborhood, carry- 
ing daily hundreds and hundreds of pass- 
engers, wluch just run such terrible risks j 
but it is only when the pubtic mind is start- 
led and shocked by such "accidents" as the 
one on the St. Lawrence, that we can hope 
to draw attention to thc fact, with a view 
to accomplishing a change, so obviously nec- 
essary to the protection of the public life 
and property.—N. T. Express.
